People who have left this 
sort spiritual twilight zone, 
where Satan real God and 
the Lake Fire everlasting 
Heaven. The world outside 
including parents, siblings, and 
spouses not the Kingdom 
defiled, utterly corrupt. Sin 
threatens salvation and threatens 
the children the Kingdom most 
all. The children must 
disciplined they can learn 
love and obey God. the 
Kingdom Island Pond, toys are 
playing make-believe 
forbidden, and beatings are 
rituals that are daily, systematic, 
and sometimes brutal. 

The Phoenix interviewed 
former members the church. 
All said they beat children 
witnessed other members 
beating children, both. The 
were members for long 
seven years and briefly six 
weeks. Although these people 
left the Kingdom different 
times and many now live 
different cities, they tell the same 
story: 


The beatings begin when the 
children are six months old, 
although infants younger than 
that have been disciplined. The 
weapon choice rod, and 
many members employ thin, 
flexible sticks identical the 
kind used street vendors who 
sell balloons parks and zoos. 
The method discipline has 
been prescribed, exact terms, 
the group’s leader. The elders 
the group have held 
“teachings” how and when 
beat children, and how 
without bruising. 

All baptized members the 
community are obligated 
discipline children they see 
them disobey. Children often are 
beaten someone other than 
parent, and sometimes more 
than one person. (Michael 
Taylor, for instance, was not 
related Charlene, the girl 
beat.) 

Children are taught obey 
first command and they are 
disciplined when they not; the 
beating continues they cry. 
Children also have been beaten 
for lying, for asking for second 
for refusing nap. 

The founder the church 
Europe; the elders and members 
the group have repeatedly 
declined interviewed. They 
believe they are being persecuted 
for their faith and they say they 
are content have their lives 
judged God, not the press. 

But former members are 
willing talk. And the testimony 
the former members 
interviewed the Phoenix 
ugly, startling, but consistent.

Before left the church, Ira 
Sawyer, 25-year-old baker, 
lived with family who also 
belonged. Sawyer says did not 
like discipline children, tried 
avoid when could, but 
sometimes had to. 

“They had little girl named 
Rachel,” recalls. disciplined 
her three four times. When 
did discipline her, beat the crap 
out her because her parents 
were there. used say her 
father, ‘How many times should 
spank Rachel times, 
times?’ said, ‘Spank her until 
she obeys you,’ and did.” 

Others tell children, too 
young walk, who were made 
clutch window sills they 
could stand for their discipline. 

seen kids hit the head 
with the stick,” says Linda Kelly, 
writer Cambridge who joined 
the Kingdom for six weeks last 
summer. “One woman, Julie, 

hit her infant the 
head with the rod because 
take nap.” 

Former members tell 
beatings that lasted for hours and 
sometimes, intermittently, for 
days. Kelly recalls one little girl, 
Heather Mattatall, who was 
accused lying about how many 
strawberries she had eaten. She 
was stripped, beaten, confined 
bed for two days, and roused 
least four more times beaten 
again for 30-minute intervals. 
remembering those beatings 
later, friend the family says,

Meanwhile, the founder 
Europe, communicating with 
the church members long 
letters full advice and 
exhortation and warnings that 
they should prepare for the “end 
times.” All this frightens some 
people. 

“They believe they are being 
persecuted for the sake Christ, 
which only increases their 
frenzy,” says Cliff Daniels, 
former member who was once 
close associate the founder. 
“Martyrs come very easily ina 
group like this.”

the beginning, there was 
Elbert Eugene Spriggs. 

Gene Spriggs the founder 
the group Island Pond; some 
say its Apostle. high- 
school football star, psychology 
graduate the University 
Chattanooga, Spriggs was his 
mid-30s and low point his 
life when founded his church, 
1972. had reportedly been 
divorced three times between 
1960 and 1971, and about the 
time had the religious 
experience that prompted him 
found his church, was 
working carnival barker. 

taking young people who were 
homeless addicted drugs. 
gave them food and lodging, 
and first, all accounts, 
gave them love. Cliff Daniels, 
now 28-year-old marketing 
representative and 
deprogrammer Los Angeles, 
says had home and drug 
problem 1972, but 
committed himself Spriggs 
age because the beauty 
vision: “It was very 


idealistic, caring vision helping 
people who were unloved and 
bringing them the knowledge 
that God loved them.” 

Spriggs’s group was first 
known the Light Brigade and 
its members attended 
Presbyterian church 
Chattanooga. But Spriggs came 
believe that established 
churches were inadequate, 
founded his own church, called 
the Vine Christian Community. 
The idea was live the early 
Christians had communally, 
under vow poverty. 
Members were required sign 
over all their material 
possessions the church. 

1976, Spriggs had churches 
five cities Tennessee, 
Alabama, and Georgia. And 
had six successful restaurants 
those five cities successful not 
only because they made money 
for the church, but also because 
they served sort 
community outreach, place 
where church members could 
meet other young people and talk 
them about joining. The 
church bought homes those 
five cities and the members lived 
together one extended family, 
sharing household chores and 
child care. 

The church had good 
reputation then, but trouble 
began the There was 
friction with other religious 
groups the Bible Belt, and there 
were charges that Spriggs had 
turned idealistic youths into 
people who were afraid make 
personal decisions, people who 
were afraid anything but 
obey the Bible interpreted 
Gene Spriggs. 

According published 
accounts the time, several 
parents with children the 
church had them 
and deprogrammed. Some 
members left the church their 
own. Former members who had 
been deprogrammed, and some 
who had not, began denounce 
the group publicly. They called 
There were charges then 
that members were brainwashed, 
were denied permission visit 
their “defiled” families, were 
forced into marriages against 
their will and deprived proper 
nutrition. Many the 
members compared their time 
the Vine Christian Community 
slavery. They said they received 
wages for working and 
hours day the church 
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restaurants and other businesses. 

And there were charges 
child abuse. Tennessee 
authorities investigated these 
allegations two cases, but were 
unable prove the charges 
either one. Solomon Lindsey, 
director social services for the 
state Tennessee, says the cases 
were difficult even investigate 
because the church did not accept 
the state’s authority question 
how members were raising their 
children. 

Michael Taylor, who had 
joined the church Tennessee 
after got out the service, 
says the church went beyond 
questioning the state’s authority 
thwarted it. When social 
workers came around 
investigate child-abuse 
complaints, Taylor says, the 
church elders would load the 
children question van. 
“They would just drive them 
around town,” Taylor says. 
way, any was asked 
where the kids were, could 
honestly say know.” 

Daniels was one those who 
left the church. 1976, says, 
had helped Spriggs build 
multi-million-dollar business 
operation. But was only and 
was working 90- 100-hour 
weeks. The work and the 
pressure were too much for him, 
and collapsed. After four years 
commitment, left the 
church and joined those who 
denounced it. After his defection, 
Daniels says, members the 
church began praying for his 
death. says knows this 
because his brother, Kenny, was 
one the members who joined 
that prayer.

cheese was given away earlier 
this month, 200 the town’s 
families were eligible for the aid. 

was Island Pond that 
Spriggs moved his group 1978. 
had been invited there 
Andre Masse and several other 
residents the town. Masse and 
the others had broken away from 
the Roman Catholic faith form 
their own small sect, one that 
followed more fundamentalist 
interpretation the Bible. They 
were looking for more 
meaningful, more godly lifestyle, 
and they thought Spriggs would 
show them the way it. 

The arrival many 
newcomers caused problems 
first. There was some vandalism 
the Kingdom’s property and 
one its businesses was 
firebombed.

For its part, the church tried 
good neighbor.

ast week, the story that the 

White administration has 

hired, fired, and promoted 
municipal employees based sole- 
their political skills was 
front-page news. But the tale 
could hardly have surprised any- 
one familiar with Boston politics. 
The story concerns one Edwin 
Colby, 57-year-old former traf- 
fic engineer for the Boston Re- 
development Authority (BRA) 
who was fired not 
because was incompetent 
because the BRA didn’t have the 
money pay him, but because 
work for Mayor Kevin 
1979 campaign. 

Colby’s case being heard 
the Massachusetts Civil Service 
Commission for the second 
time but the testimony that 
provoked the front-page head- 
lines seemed have little 
with him. That testimony came 
from Helen Conley, retired 
assistant personnel director for 
the BRA who showed with 
29-page document that apparent- 
was used record the politi- 
cal-performance ratings BRA 
personnel who were for raises.

precinct captain, and the mayor 
himself. Indeed, the attorney 
representing the BRA, Robert 
Holland, seemed confirm the 
legitimacy the document when 
told the commission that 
Conley had business 
absconding with documents.” 

But Holland pointed out, 
Colby’s name does not appear 
the list. And the move Colby’s

‘been costly and time-consuming, 


would not have lead indict- 
ments high-ranking city of- 
ficials. And prosecutors may also 
have been swayed the argu- 
ment that, even though 
minions may have overstepped 
the bounds the law, they had 
not really changed any the 
rules that have governed patron- 
age Boston for generations. 

take the BRA example, 
any inference from the recent 
news stories that Kevin White 
and his organization introduced 
politics the BRA for the first 
time absurd. Ever since its 
creation Mayor John Hynes, 
1957, the agency has been 
haven for patronage appoint- 
ments. Before Hynes left office, 
1960, ensured that number 
his aides were placed the BRA 
payroll. His successor, John Col- 
lins, inherited those employees 
and, during his eight years 
mayor, placed his own allies and 
workers the agency. Like 
Hynes, Collins made some last- 
minute appointments before 
left office, 1968. 

But White inherited more than 
old Hynes and Collins pals when 
took office that year. variety 


political types, including BRA 
board members and con- 
gressmen, used the agency for 
patronage. first BRA 
chief, Hale Champion, tried firing 
more than BRA employees 
1968, but ran into some instruc- 
tive difficulty trying stop the 
agency from paying one its 
notorious no-shows. 

“There guy who 
hadn’t been around for two 
years,” former BRA employee 
recalls. “It turned out had 
suffered heart attack and was 
still being carried the rolls for 
couple years, not sick 
leave even. Hale moved fire 
him, and got call [from 
office]. ‘Keep him,’ Hale was told. 
‘He’s McCormack (John 
McCormack, the long-time con- 
gressman from South Boston, 
was speaker the House the 
time.)

Arthur Fritog remembers one 
letter, written Marcia Spriggs: 
“They described scene where 
Hepzibah had gotten the 
morning around five. She was 
disobedient and then she refused 
receive her discipline. they 
began discipline session which 
the letter said lasted 
morning until six that 
night.” 

Mattatall has been awarded 
temporary custody his children 
and living with four them 
near Burlington. But has been 
unable find Lydia because the 
Kingdom tell him where 
Spriggs is. working with 
Deborah Heflin, former mem- 
ber whose seven-year-old daugh- 
ter, Spring, was also with Spriggs. 
Spring’s father, James Howell, 
still member the group. 

Last month, Mattatall traced 
Spriggs small town 
southern Spain.

were alerted and found the group 
living abandoned school. 
Spriggs, his wife, and Lydia had 
departed several weeks before, 


but the Spanish police did find

cords; they don’t always register 
their marriages and births. “For 
outsiders, they are basically face- 
less people.

jobs the mills. times 
economic boom, factory jobs 
were plentiful Pawtucket, 
they were much New 
England. 

They prestigious, and 
you got your hands dirty working 
them, but they allowed you 
live fairly comfortably and, 
some cases, save for luxuries such 
vacations and homes. first 
worked factory while high 
school. High-school kids like 
myself, who wanted spending 
money, those who had help 
support their families while they 
were school, went Hasbro, 
School House Candy, and Health 
Tex find jobs the second 
shift. came from families who 
had worked for years the 
factories. 

When got work and had 
slapping two halves plastic 
boat together, didn’t think 
about quality workmanship. 
cared only about the money 
were making. And even the 
glamor having our own 
money began pall boredom 
with doing the same thing, day 
after day, set in. Already, 
and 17, were tired 
breathing glue fumes that, 
instead getting high, made 
sick our stomachs. were 
tired racking row upon row 
cheap jewelry packing endless 
bags lollipops. 

And so, having had our fill 
factory work early on, vowed 
the factories the way our parents 
were. And our parents did their 
part urging finish high 
school and college instead 
staying the assembly line. 
Everybody knew that high- 


diplomas alone got you 


nowhere. you had work ina 
factory, parents said, better that 
part management, not 
labor. 

But course, college degrees, 
particularly the liberal arts, are 
longer reliable passports. 
College graduates sometimes 
find themselves working mills, 
doing the same work they 
despised while they were 
school. Indeed, Pawtucket 
college graduates often line 
with high-school graduates for 
factory jobs. Recently, many 
500 people, including some with 
college degrees, have applied for 
few openings assembly 
line, jobs that pay only $3.50 
hour. Several hundred applicants 
camped out before dawn front 
the Fashion House textile 
concern the day after 
advertised openings. 

Sara Sullivan has worked ina 
factory since graduating from the 
University Rhode Island with 
degree sociology, 1979. 
many good jobs waiting, and 
those were taken the kids 
who had better grades, better 
skills,” she says.

The noise the first thing you 
notice when you enter Blackstone 
Webbing. The bulk comes 
from large, greasy-blue 
compressor that squats just 
outside the door Sewco, the 
department worked in. Its roar, 
combined with the clanking and 
hissing hanking machines and 
the clamor coming from the 
looms upstairs, fills three- 
quarters every hour. sounds 
like tractor trailer doing 
down Route 95. After while the 
noise fades into the background, 
noticeable only when 
song the radio you especially 
want hear. 

The compressor supplies 
pressurized air and water the 
machines this floor. one 
several scattered about. Sewco, 
which has about employees, 
responsible for packing and 
shipping finished work stores 
and other textile companies. 
Blackstone Webbing, the parent 
company, employs about 150 
people and manufactures the raw 
product elastic commonly 
clothing and lingerie. 

Minding the hanking machines 
and operating the cardwinders 
are only two the jobs available 
Sewco. Generally, Sewco 
employees are taught all 
the different tasks that they 
can replace workers who 
sick quit without notice. 
first job was trim hanks 
elastic and put them plastic 
trays called which 
smell like rotten eggs. The 
blisters then machine, the 
Alloyd, which presses cardboard 
them with extremely hot irons. 

Trimming hanks part 
what called “table 
which also includes sticking price 
tags cards, packing loose 
elastic boxes, and sealing the 
cards with elastic around them 
cellophane. Most the time this 
work was done Sally, 60- 
year-old woman with whom got 
along quite well. 

Often, when machines 
would break down, would work 
with Sally while. looked 
forward those times, which 
would filled with quiet talk 
and jokes. She took great interest 
life outside the factory, 
asking whether was dating 
anyone interesting and forth. 
would teasingly call her “Mom” 
and offer call her when came 
night let her know was 
home one piece. 

didn’t look forward helping 
jobs what's called the 
The line divided into 
two sections, one focused the 
Alloyd and employing three 
women putting hanks into 
blisters.

Nearly all agreed that this 
last job was the worst, for reasons 
that included tedium, constant 
standing, and heat from the iron.

seeking and giving advice. 
seldom held serious discussions, 
for fear arousing tempers. The 
unspoken consensus was that 
had work together for eight 
hours, and the fewer chances for 
hard feelings arise, the better. 

Most coworkers were 
women; the only men were our 
two foremen, two men who 
packed shipping cartons full 
our finished work, 
mechanic. Most the people 
worked with ambitious 
about finding better jobs going 
back school. Several were 
age (23) younger, had quit 
barely squeaked through high 
school, and were happy 
Sewco. They seemed believe 
that school was for idiots and 
kids, not for adults like 
themselves. Their conversations 
were pretty much restricted 
partying, rock stars, and soap 
operas. The older women 
tolerated them, but when they 
were apart from the party crowd 
comment vehemently 
how determined young people 
seemed waste their time and 
money. 

kept myself most the 
time. Still, did develop some 
friendships that made the work 
day move along faster and that 
continue even now that laid 
Witness who felt 
uncomfortable with most the 
people Sewco because she 
thought they disapproved her 
religion. She had worked 
factories for years, and started 
Sewco April 1981, the 
same day did. She hoped 
become computer programmer, 
and would often discuss the 
merits colleges and technical 
schools. Being single parent, 
however, has forced her put 
aside that goal until her three 
teenagers leave school. 

Jeff, another friends, 
works for Blackstone Webbing 
(not for Sewco), carting boxes 
material from the workrooms 
the shipping area. loves 
joke with people, and one his 
favorite amusements was 
sneaking behind the women 
department and tickling us. 
Some saw nothing wrong 
with retaliating kind. Then Jeff 
would after again, with 
vengeance, sometimes waiting 
days get his revenge. 

Jeff also religious, born- 
again Christian. and would 
often talk about religion and the 
role (or lack one) played 
our lives. would try 
persuade attend Bible- 
study classes, but always found 
reason turn down the 
invitations. fervently wanted 
get out factory work, and 
began studying electronics part 
time last September. that time, 
had transferred second shift 
order take classes during the 
day, and began friendly 
competition see who got better 
grades. 

Not only did have friends 
work, but also liked that the 
job allowed concentrate 
what was really interested in: 
often used days think 
about ideas for articles and 
stories, and sometimes had the 
opportunity write while 
watching machines. And 
when got home had the energy 
sit down and write, since 
exactly been taxing 
brain. 

wasn’t the only one who took 
attitude like this. boss 
second shift, for example, had 
only three employees working 
for him. There wasn’t much for 
him except keep eye 
things and repair whatever 
machines broke down. also 
wants writer, and would 
often use his time night for 
writing, saying that the factory 
was the only place could 
anything that nature. 

Other factory workers around 
town enjoy their jobs for other 
reasons.

What will have more 
bearing the future the 
municipal-bond market, how- 
ever, the questions the case 
raises not only about revenue- 
backed utility munis, but also 
about the whole supposedly 
super-safe field municipal- 
bond investments. 

The specter that haunts some 
analysts that WPPSS bond 
default would make harder 
more expensive for local govern- 
ments raise money through 
municipal bonding because in- 
vestors would then tend stay 
away from the bonds out fear. 
But close examination, this 
appears very unlikely. far more 
probable scenario that there 
will some sort federal bail- 
out which one but the 
unsuspecting taxpayer will get 
screwed. Equally probable that 
any negative spinoff from 
WPPSS will hurt few parts 
the muni market, but that other 
parts may even benefit from this 
latest and largest burned offering 
the deity atomic power.

The Ritz-Carlton 

Although lunch and dinner are 
served the dining room 
upstairs, the Ritz-Carlton Café 
mere coffee shop it’s 
Boston tradition. Bustling, and 
busy most every day, it’s filled 
with local politicians and well- 
heeled hotel guests, with 
celebrities and people having 
business meetings. The Ritz 
reportedly favorite 
breakfast spot, and the day 
dined there, Sarah Caldwell and 
Isaac Stern sat the next table 
talking fine-art finances. 

The Ritz doesn’t serve bagels, 
Danishes, grits. Here you 
eat strictly high-WASP fare, stuff 
that’s extremely ho-hum both 
concept and execution. The 
oddities the menu (which 


entirely carte) include such 
temptations broiled kippered 
herring ($5.50), and finnan 
haddie cream ($6.50). You can 
even get broiled Boston schrod 
($7) from a.m., though I’ve 
never seen anyone actually order 
any these fishy delights. 

couple eggs served with 
tiny spray parsley will cost you 
$3. you add that order 
breakfast meat, the tab runs 
$4.50. The coffee strong the 
point being offensive. 

This is, incidentally, one the 
best rooms the city which 
eat alone. The windows face onto 
Newbury Street street level, 
prime people-watching location. 
The smallest tables make solitary 
diners feel welcomed rather than 
suffered. 

The mood breakfast the 
Ritz lively and elegant. single 
red rose graces every table. The 
waiters will call you “madame” 
you are girl the female 
persuasion. And you can 
stomach before noon coffee 
and croissant, the latter only 
cents but doughy. (And 
leave the similarly inexpensive 
brioche alone; incorrectly 
made exactly the same stuff 
the croissant.) When you crave 
high-society start your day, 
the Ritz. Pearls optional. 


Long Wharf Marriott 


eating good meal, head for the 
Long Wharf Marriott. Ignore the 
antiseptic-looking lobby and 
follow your nose the Harbor 
Terrace Restaurant, which boasts 
weekday breakfast buffet that 
will make you forget the cold, 
soggy eggs, limp bacon, and 
canned fruit cocktail come 
associate with breakfast 
buffets. The scrambled eggs are 
hot, fluffy, and continually 
replenished. addition fresh 
fruit salad, there are sliced whole 
melons and pineapples (the taste 
sweet watermelon did 
winter-numbed palate endless 
good). There are chilled carafes 
fruit juices, well pots full 
canned fruits, prunes, and raisins. 
Also, three kinds dry cereal, 
cottage cheese, Danishes galore, 
and, for carnivores, perfectly 
broiled sausages and crisp bacon. 
The hash browns are the 
shredded variety, without 
speck grease ‘em. All this 
and coffee costs $5.95 
bargain, considering what you'll 
save lunch. 

the buffet poses too many 
choices too early the day, 
something called “Benedict 
Twins” ($6.25): very good 
hollandaise sauce covers two 
your usual English-muffin halves 
and one them covered 
fresh, sautéed mushrooms, the 
other Canadian bacon. 
Vegetarians take note: ask them 
hold the meat, and smile while 
you asking.

Cheap, the dozens 


Under-$4-a-bottle wines fit drink

ooking for good wine 

the wine market better 
than has been years. 
plenty good, inexpensive wine 
choose from, and bump- 
harvest should ensure that 
there will plenty more. 

The market particularly favors 
the adventurous: though 
bargains come from almost every 
wine-producing country, many 
are from southern and eastern 
Europe and Latin America. These 
areas have long winemaking tra- 
ditions and produce oceans the 
stuff; but even their finest 
products have long been over- 
looked Americans, who have 
favored French and Californian 
products. prices for California 
and many French wines have 
risen, though, interest more 
exotic bottles has increased. 
the same time, exporters, eager 
grab share the American 
market, have shipped more and 
more different wines 
country, many them new 
consumers here. Obscure Italian 
wines that, years ago, never 
made out their home towns, 
are showing Boston 
shelves. Eastern European coun- 
tries, never very important the 
American market, are now in- 
vesting new vines and tech- 
nology and launching glossy 
promotional campaigns. 

Many these wines are good 
buys, since demand not strong 
enough support high prices for 
unknown labels. Additionally, 
the strength against 
many foreign currencies tends 
keep the prices these wines 
low for American consumers. 
Finally (and this 
issue increasingly touchy among 
winemakers), many these 
wines are from countries that 
directly indirectly subsidize 
wine exports. (An issue touchy 
among some consumers the 
politics the governments 
some wine-producing countries 
but that’s whole other story.) 
All these factors help make the 
current market great one for 
consumers who are willing 
experiment. 

Wine from southern countries 
like Italy and Portugal has often 
been dismissed coarse, heavy 
stuff, good enough for the locals 
but only for them. the past, 
this image was often deserved. 
But new technology (much 
developed California) has rev- 
olutionized winemaking every- 
where. Stainless-steel equipment 
and automatic temperature con- 
trol are ubiquitous, and even 
winemakers who stick the old- 
fashioned ways 
their wines more carefully. 
longer can you expect red wine 
from hot area like southern 
Italy coarse, overripe, and 
heavy. It’s just likely light 
and fruity. White 
particular have changed dramati- 
cally. Many Spanish and Italian 
whites used heavy, oxi- 
dized, and dull; now they are 
more often fresh 
thanks controlled fermentation 
and better handling. Techniques 
like flash pasteurization are 
enabling delicate wines, formerly 
poor travelers, hold the 
bottle. Most these new whites 
are not terribly distinctive, and 
they often taste very much like 
one another, but clean, 
bottle, you can’t complain 
too much. 

Even the most open-minded 
consumers can find this abun- 
dance almost too much good 


ing labels never seen 
before can induce acute shop- 
daze. Few people are inter- 
ested tasting their way through 
all 22. And face it, when 
paying bottle, the risk 
getting something less than 
wonderful fairly high. 

Enter your trusty wine writer. 
Below list few dozen 
inexpensive table wines tried 
recently and found good 
drinking and good value. keep 
the list reasonable length, 
and focus the offbeat values 
that fewer people are familiar 
with, excluded all Californian, 
French, and German wines. 
appear 
either, because the 
subject future column. The 
resource, not comprehensive 
market survey. Remember that 
nothing can take the place 
genuine hot tip from your trusty 
wine retailer, and that there are 


more bargains where these came 
from. had several quite de- 
cent bottles from obscure 
producers places like Sardinia, 
but there’s use naming names 
because they’re all gone now. 

All the wines list can 
found for under $4; the price 
given only average use 
guideline. You may find the 
same wine two different shops 
below this figure, depending 
when and how much the shop 
bought and what its markup 
policy is. Most the wines are 
generally available Boston 
small city, after all, and you 
find one shop you'll 
likely find the next. you 
come across the same wine from 
different vintage, remember 
most these wines 
(particularly the whites) are made 
consumed young. older 
vintage probably risk; 
newer one better bet.

Getting adventurous 
with asparagus

sparagus cheers everyone 
up. Even Queen Victoria 

loved it. someone who 
have anything better 
than skulk around Balmoral Cas- 
tle for the better part century, 
mourning Albert, the coming 
spring and asparagus must have 
been real highlight. The story 
goes that one time little girl 
watched 
asparagus using the two-fingered 
sword-swallower method, and 
called the Queen “piggie.” For 
once her Highness was amused. 
Like said, the real tonic. 

Buying asparagus easy 
provided you can afford it. Shop 
for alert, green spears topped 
with closely packed buds. After 
trimming the ends off them, 
always stick the spears vase 
water the refrigerator 
keep them fresh, the theory 
that the technique works for 
daffodils, why not? any 
case, try use asparagus soon 
after you buy it; doesn’t get any 
better sitting around. 

You want cook only the 
tender tops the asparagus 
spears. Starting the butt end, 
bend each spear gently until you 
find the point where it’s tender 
enough break.

The unlucky associations with 
the name “Jonah” were borne out 
the restaurant bearing 
that unfortunate moniker. 

The setting, however, very 
pretty. one side you have 
good view the river and the 
morning traffic Storrow and 
Memorial Drives. the other 
side, there’s tree-and-waterfall- 
filled lobby. Jonah 
patrons morning papers with 
Continental difference; here you 
can read relatively recent copies 
Monde and the London 
Telegraph addition the local 
periodicals. 

treehouse eatery, even 
before the menu has arrived, 
smiling waitress approaches with 
pot coffee one hand and 
carafe freshly squeezed orange 
juice the other. 

The menu gauntlet 
cuteness. There’s something 
called the “Boston Red Lox” 
($7.75), which pairs lox and bagel 
with Swiss (!) cheese. Then 
there’s the “Boston Common” 
($4.25), which just the Con- 
tinental breakfast with silly 
name. 

The L.E.O. ($6) omelet 
with lox and onions. mine, the 
lox was not adequately chopped 
and the eggs arrived just trifle 
cool. The French toast ($3.25) was 
made with challah, should 
always be, but the egg mixture 
had not been allowed seep 
clear through the middle the 
bread, also always should be. 

That this expensive fare only 
worth about B-minus bad. But 
even worse the orange-juice 
scam. Accepting that almost off- 
handed, seemingly gracious offer 
adds whopping $2.50 
charge your bill (that’s per 
glass refills!). Now, fresh 
orange juice available all the 
breakfast menus mentioned 
this story, and nowhere else does 
cost more than and 
everywhere else you can see the 
price before you order. me, the 
policy constitutes fraud 
perpetrated sleepy, and thus 
vulnerable, public. 


Cambridge Sheraton 
Commander 

Elegant breakfast really not 
had within the public 
domain around Harvard Square. 
There may well white-linen- 
covered tables and fresh eggs 
served china within some 
the ivy-covered walls for card- 
carrying members the univer- 
sity community. But not for the 
rest us. Well, what? The 
square coffee-and-croissants- 
to-go.world anyway. 

the mood for 
something entirely different from 
East Coast youthful chic, how- 
ever say you yearn for Mid- 
western-style leisure you can 
meander across Cambridge Com- 
mon the breakfast Harvard 
Square forgot. 

The Cambridge Sheraton 
Commander Hotel offers all- 
American breakfast that belongs 
somewhere the middle 
Nebraska, right down the 
sounds lazily clinking coffee 
cups and the smell pancakes. 
The decor “early American” 
(except that they didn’t have 
paisley foil wallpaper Colonial 
times) mitigated few Can- 
tabrigian hanging ferns. The cof- 
fee fresh and keeps comin’ 
ya. The eggs greasy. tab 
$5.75 gets you standard 
square meal: coffee, juice, eggs, 
bacon, home fries, and toast.

Our Wagner 


Syberberg’s grandiose pageant

hat grand gesture would 
the Exeter Street Theater, 

its two-week engagement 
Hans Jurgen Syberberg’s Parsifal, sold 
wafers and wine instead popcorn and 
Coke. Wagner wanted performances 
his final dramatic work big deal, 
formal High Mass; the local 
moviehouse seems tad casual for one 
Christianity’s most grandiose pageants. 
But Syberberg’s movies are big deals too 
epic collages which the camera 
roams among the cultural bric-a-brac 
Western civilization and 
translated his Wagnerian obsessions into 
entrancing cinematic style. With 
Parsifal almost convinces that film 
the ideal medium for Wagner. 
Syberberg has taken solemn and often 
static opera and, without violating its 
tone undercutting its message, sup- 
plemented with bizarre stream 
icons and art objects. The result 
kooky yet monumental achievement, 
movie that’s once straightforward 
production Parsifal ravishingly 
acted, sung, and recorded and 
visionary extension it. 

Syberberg’s most recent films have 
also used Wagner springboard (the 
last, 1977, the seven-and-a-half-hour 
Our Hitler, featured liberal quotations 
from You can almost envision 
the German director preparing this four- 
and-a-quarter-hour film slipping 
death mask striving 
mightily connect the themes 
enlightenment through compassion 
the entire canon messianic art. The 
Wagner death mask actually shows 
the movie integral part the 
surrealist set, and there 
too, linked via projections beneath the 
opera’s godless sorceror, Klingsor. 
need Michelin guide identify all the 
references, and this may put off lot 
people (who don’t need much put 
them off Wagner). But these eclectic 
allusions forge link between disparate 
cultures and philosophies. Now Ital- 
ian fresco fades into the background, 
now some German Romanticism (Caspar 
David Friedrich’s The Cross the 
Mountains), now 
pressionist Christ, now bit Bosch. 
There are symbols suffering and 
redemption, abstract sculptures redolent 
vanquished sexual longings. And then 
there’s the inevitable allusion the 
Third Reich: the orchestral 
formation Scene” come upon 
gallery flags, the Nazi swastika the 
most conspicuous. Syberberg’s uni- 
verse, one’s will instead 


renouncing which the theme 
Parsifal path that terminates 
Adolf Hitler. 

This makes the movie sound like 
messy, Felliniesque extravaganza, yet 
feels spare. Syberberg’s slide show 
meshes gracefully with the music, and 
even when the insertions resonate, 
they usually don’t rip the fabric the 
opera. astonishing the ex- 
pressiveness the cinematography, 
which achieves kind communion 
with the music: Syberberg seems 
sculpting one might even say conduct- 
ing the space itself. His shots can last 
five minutes, but the camera 
almost always motion, arcing around 
the children they pray the Holy 
Grail, catching solemn procession 
passes between boulders. And even 
the rituals, when the wounded King 
Amfortas slowly receives the Eucharist, 
the film rarely static. The tracking 
camera, like leitmotifs, draws 
into the metaphysical flux, visually 
evoking the lugubrious progressions and 
transitions music: that con- 
tinuous movement the spirit, which 
the climaxes signal their coming from 
afar they climb gradually toward us. 

Syberberg less interested 
exploring Christianity than 
showering with its artistic ante- 
cedents, has precedent: Wagner 
himself. The composer asserted that the 
spine the work was philosophical, not 
religious, maintaining that had separ- 
ated Christian symbols from the stigma 
religious dogmatism and had given 
them purely mythic significance. The 
allegorical tale centers young boy, 
“innocent whose king, Am- 
fortas, has been seduced the messen- 
ger the Holy Grail, Kundry, and then 
wounded the sorceror Klingsor with 
the Grail’s sacred lance. The wound 
symbolizing the sins the flesh 
refuses heal, spurting blood whenever 
Amfortas gazes the Grail; the 
agonized King longs for death and 
release. Klingsor then lures Parsifal his 
lair. the verge surrendering sexual- 
Kundry, the youth suddenly ex- 
periences the pain Amfortas’s wound 
and repels her. Through empathy 
Parsifal enlightened. has felt the 
sufferings another, and has learned 
take them himself the true 
meaning compassion. This the key 
defeating Klingsor, and Parsifal even- 
tually baptizes Kundry and returns 
heal Amfortas with the sacred spear. 
has become savior the new guardian 
the Grail, representative Christ. 

silly story are most 
passionate arguments for chastity and 
even Wagnerians admit that the opera 
has its longueurs. There’s lot 
narration, almost action, and the first 
and third acts revolve around 
minable Eucharistic rituals. Wagner 
aimed for almost Greek symmetry, 


but from dramatic standpoint the work 
misguided. Syberberg, fortunately, 
emphasizes Wagner the phantasmagorist 
over Wagner the playwright. The setting 
chimeric sometimes lush and 
romantic, with great rocks that crack and 
spew smoke; sometimes surrealist and 
horrific, the mise strewn with 
anguished faces. the gorgeous or- 
chestral prelude, the camera wanders 
over miniature ruins and the tatters 
modern civilization, the Statue Liberty 
featured prominently among the wreck- 
age. Then Syberberg segues into yet 
another dimension, truncated re-enact- 
ment the story Parsifal with 
puppets, their jerky movements playing 
exquisitely off the long, sinuous chord 
progressions. 

Syberberg’s most obvious gaffe 
casting man and woman Parsifal. 
Prior the youth’s enlightenment, you 
see, Parsifal rather graceless, long- 
haired twerp (played Michael Kutter, 
whose mouth Reiner 
heldentenor peculiarly fits). But when 
our hero rejects Kundry’s advances, 


young girl (Karen Krick) strolls out the 
darkness and Kutter fades away. Krick 
supposed holy, asexual warrioress 
like Joan Arc Liberty 
(whom Syberberg projects), but her 
rapture vapid, and needless say, 
heldentenor doesn’t sound 
apt the mouth girl. 

Otherwise, the actors’ lips have been 
flawlessly wedded the voices 
Wolfgang Schone, Hans Tschammer, 
and Yvonne Minton, among others. 
(Robert Lloyd, the youthful Gurnemanz, 
and Aage Hauland, the harsh Klingsor, 
both sing and act.) Syberberg stylizes 
their movements. Stripped vocal 
requirements, the performers bring 
their roles the broad, smoldering 
physicality silent-era actors. Armin 
Jordan, who conducts the score, also 
plays Amfortas, and his burning eyes 
and sweat-matted hair give him febrile 
intensity. (Syberberg separates Am- 
fortas’s wound from his body: the mess 
sits wiggling and bubbling blood 
nearby tray.) But Edith Clever 
best known moviegoers for her work 
Eric The Marquise and 
Peter The Left-handed 
Woman who turns the most star- 
tling performance. Kundry, with her 
complex, chromatic vocals, one 
greatest roles the 
who taunted Christ who 
longs for salvation yet searches for 
sin, who recognizes Parsifal her 
savior yet strives desperately seduce 
him. she stretches out the first act, 
covering herself with leaves, her head, 
with its flaming hair, lolling back, she 
both alluring and haggard, the verge 
rotting before our eyes. Her sensuality 
has tightened her face into Asiatic 
mask, and when she exults the seduc- 
tion Parsifal, she seems blind, robotic 
the body, like the music, belies her 
words. Later, when Parsifal 
nounced her, Clever becomes catatonic 
her grief, her face growing more and 
more wizened until last, the opera’s 
final (and nearly endless) ritual, she 
finds release. 

The conclusion the film not, 
however, the unambiguous apotheosis 
you find Wagner’s opera. Syberberg 
introduces modern and unsettling im- 
age: crowned skull, stuck with spears, 
symbol death and unchecked 
lust. Then returns the opening 
leau, Kundry gazes appetizingly 
great ball that the world, her web 
spun snare fresh sinners. The battle 
for man’s soul continues but does 
man’s longing for purity. Claptrap, 
haps, but it’s impossible dismiss 
haunting principal leitmotif, 
which, Syberberg demonstrates, 
echoed our culture and us, too. 
Call this majestic Parsifal his answer to, 
Leni Riefenstahl, his Triumph Over the 
Will.

Honeysuckle Rose began bringing C&W 
the screen, the result was enticing 
new genre: the domestic-hick soap 
opera. True, good many the people 
who attended these movies probably 
didn’t walk out sold the healing 
powers country music. Some un- 
doubtedly held onto the prevailing East 


earthy obsessions country 


image C&W dumb, twangy 


doggerel about dumb, twangy yokels. 
But when Sissy Spacek Willie Nelson 
acted out the narratives country songs, 
the music was transformed; suddenly, 
had flesh-and-blood 
counterpart that even skeptic could 
believe in. These movies worked not 
because they made C&W seem any 
way profound, but because they reveled 
its down-home: romanticism and 
cornball vitality. Knee-deep cowboy 
boots and steel guitars, even good old- 
fashioned love story could seem fresh. 
I'm afraid, though, that the people who 
made Tender Mercies had somewhat 
loftier intentions. Written Horton 
Foote (who did the Oscar-winning 
screenplay for Kill Mockingbird) 


and directed Australia’s Bruce 
Beresford (who made Breaker Morant), 
this Texas-set saga former C&W star 
(Robert Duvall) being presented 
sort hick art film, the story loser 
searching for his Identity. For while, the 
movie gets with its austere tone. 
Lulled the low-key rhythms and the 
elegantly overcast Texas skies, 
almost convinced that going 
follow complex tale despair and 
redemption: Ingmar Bergman denims. 
But Tender Mercies turns out your 
standard country soaper only without 
the zest and humor that made those 
earlier hick movies enticing. Trying 
lend “substance” C&W melodrama, 
the filmmakers have succeeded pump- 
ing full hot air. 

The hero Mac Sledge, laconic, 
middle-aged drifter who left successful 
singing career and wife and daughter 
behind him and has now landed 
small town the middle Texas.

Then something 
strange happens: few scenes later, 
having barely exchanged pleasantries, 
the two agree married. The ensuing

his singing career? For while, thought 
the reason might that Mac has come 
see the music industry phony and 


almost year after death, 
Berlin Alexanderplatz having its New 
England premiére, Center Screen, 
where you can catch all few its 
parts over the next three weekends. (The 
Galeria will sponsoring two-week 
Fassbinder festival, beginning April 28, 
that will include number other rarely 
seen films.)

Removing the mask 


Gay journalism after Stonewall

writing the post-Stonewall era different 
from any other “minority” literature can think 


that its primary mandate define who 
gay people are personally, philosophically, politically. 
literature identity chronicling quest peculiarly 
appealing our psychologically sophisticated, political- 
mask? But gay readers, has the more urgent task 
rescuing the experiences gay people from the realms 
clinical psychology and police statistics and putting 
them own words. And gay journalism has the 
almost overwhelming task not only reporting the 
news the day (usually judged not fit print 
elsewhere), but also recovering the past and laying the 
groundwork for future more receptive homosexuals. 

Although the history other “minorities” might 
suppressed the culture large, blacks and women 
(for instance) have common heritage passed 
ancestors and identity plain their reflection 
the mirror. But being gay often means rejecting the 
identity you were brought with. And doesn’t show; 
something inside that has “come out.” that 
respect, gay identity has lot with religious 
identity, which may why religious groups are the 
most ardent opponents gay civil rights. read The 
Christopher Street Reader (edited Michael Denneny, 
Charles Ortleb, and Thomas Steele; Coward-McCann, 
428 pages, $16.95) and Flaunting It! Decade Gay 
Journalism from the Body Politic (edited Jackson 
and Stan Persky, New Star Books/Pink Triangle Press, 
312 pages, $8.95), occurrred that the impulse 
behind gay writing essentially the same that behind 
Jewish storytelling from the Exodus the Holocaust: 
celebrate the survival the tribe. And when looked 
the dictionary, discovered that comes 
from Semitic root word meaning “to rise, become 
conspicuous.” 

these two anthologies represent dozen years 
gay writing about “becoming conspicuous.” Surpris- 
ingly, there little overlap. Both books contain 
fascinating, all-too-brief chapters Nazi persecutions 
homosexuals, and both waste few pages the 
biggest red herring the gay movement date the 
controversy over William Friedkin’s rotten movie 
Cruising. general, though, the Reader and Flaunting 
It! reflect the publications that spawned them, which are 
themselves study contrasts: American vs. Canadian, 
literary vs. political, individual- vs. community-oriented. 
Christopher Street monthly magazine printed 


slick paper (it was originally conceived editor- 
publisher Charles Ortleb gay version the New 
Yorker), and its sensibility literary New York, 
somewhat insy, very American its focus gay 
literary from Gore Vidal and Ned Rorem Felice 
Picano and Edmund White. The Body Politic monthly 
liberationist newspaper published Toronto-based 
editorial collective, and much its writing from 
community perspective (readers’ replies and intramural 
debates are sprinkled throughout the anthology); 
less polished and more idiosyncratic you never feel 
writer using article try get book deal. Even 
the two books’ accounts crimes against gays suggest 
cultural split; the Reader includes Randy Shilts’s “The 
life and death Harvey Milk” (which did get Shilts 
book deal), story about American public violence, 
whereas Gerald rage, and 
bawdyhouses,” piece Flaunting It! detailing the 
police raids four Toronto bathhouses 1981, reveals 
the prudishness just beneath the surface Canada’s 
supposedly politically progressive society.

Anna Karenina: “Dump the jerk! Take Valium, 
but the whole the selection seemed studiously 
solemn and politically correct, lacking the humor and 
literary flair that are the strong points. Then 
Flaunting It! and started reading Chris 
documentary,” which thought would puff piece 
about Canadian enlightened attitude toward 
gays but turned out detailed account how two 
“well-meaning” straight filmmakers betrayed the gay 
subjects their film. 

Ultimately, though, fetish for style made revise 
opinion the Reader upward and Flaunting It! 

Although Flaunting captures the Cana- 
dian personal-is-political approach gay 
life, the writing often jargon-clotted and strenuously 
Correct. The best pieces overcome stylistic failings with 
valuable observations on, say, what it’s like take 
self-defense class get arrested for public sex, with 
insights into subcommunities within the gay world like 


the handicapped, boy-lovers, and gay fathers. One 
father, discouraged authorities from showing affec- 
tion for gay friends around his children, writes, 
realized that what they meant was: don’t come out 
your daughter until she taught see your sexuality 
odd repugnant.” These glimpses into other worlds are 
homy and telling Studs Terkel interviews. 


The most famous piece Flaunting It! Gerald 
Hannon’s “Men loving boys loving men,” rumination 
pedophilia, featuring interviews with three boy- 
lovers, that backs away from the hardest questions 
psychological exploitation adults and the right gay 
teens have sex. For this tame essay, The Body Politic 
was repeatedly brought court the charge mailing

Instead hedging 
his bets, Wilson hammed up, and 
precisely what makes him attractive 
the un-self-conscious excess his ex- 
discrimination that 
prevented him from going all the way.

His initial release, “Reet Petite,” 
and several that followed, including his 
first number-one R&B hit, 
Teardrops,” were written scuffling 
Berry Gordy. Since these tunes were 
arranged and produced others, they 
are hardly premonitions the sound 
Motown. Indeed, far from being ahead 
their time, the braying brass and walking 
stuttering glossolalia, hark back Roy 
Brown and other shouters the late ‘40s 
and early ‘50s. Wilson just roll the 


squeals, stammers, and trills are too 
impulsive ever have been contained 
within orderly arrangements. 

And yet, for all the abandon with 
which Wilson revs his motor mouth, his 
early songs frequently break down be- 
cause mechanical difficulties the 
rhythm section. While Wilson playing 
with the beat, stopping it, stretching it, 
snapping like gum, often his backing 
musicians can’t even find it. The 
ejaculatory shiver his falsetto 
“Lonely Teardrops,” for example, 
thrilling adult entertainment, the 
rickety guitar line might well made 
Tinker Toys. And even when im- 
aginative instrumental touches are added 
song (the gurgling flute and 
quizzically twanging guitar 
Why Love You So),” for instance), 
female chorus drowns out nearly every- 
thing but Wilson’s voice. Most all, 
this chorus that makes much 
music sound dated. was retrograde 
even then. For these were not gospel call- 
and-response choruses the 
Raelettes’; neither were they refined and 
woven into the texture the music, 
Motown. No, choruses were the 
thick shag carpeting 1950s pop. 

sad twist fate that 
arrangers were trying cross over and 
accommodate white audience the 
need for such accommodation was pass- 
ing. While Motown perfected “The 
Sound Young America” and soul 
became the common currency black 
and white teenagers, Wilson was wooing 
airplay with old-fashioned pop pitch. 
Hence the treacly ballads, drizzled with 
violins like much sugar. 
Wilson brought these extraordinary 
bravura, but compared with the equally 
operatic ballads of, say, Roy Orbison, 
song like “Night” (“Once more, feel 
your kisses/Once more, know what 
bliss sounds like kitsch. 

His “Can you top this?” act could bring 
audience the Apollo collective 
swoon, but record ballads 
pile sob upon sob, whimper upon 
whimper, until they collapse into in- 
advertent parody. Carried extremes, 
however (and Wilson never did anything 
half-measures), such ridiculousness 
can approach the sublime. And The 
Jackie Wilson Story includes one ballad 
over the top disarms all criticism. 
restaurant, bribe the strolling 
violinist who sets the stage for 
“Danny Boy” stroll away the 
farthest table.

With Elvis and 
Little Richard was matter in- 
tensification; with Chuck Berry more 
matter clear reading the text. 
With Jerry Lee Lewis, though, every take 
all-out effort; every approach brings 
with its own delights and surprises;

Me, going 
just what damn Jerry Lee 
Lewis who, time after time, record and 
performance, has taken the masters 
Elvis, Carl Perkins, Fats Domino, 
Chuck Berry and beaten them their 
own game. And Jerry Lee Lewis who 
has worn his entertainer’s heart his 
sleeve for years, shared every doubt 
and joy and trauma with his audience, 
employed every 
the advantage his art (when was 
hoarse, “Hang Rock ‘n’ Roll 


Shoes” took even greater urgency). If, 
later years, his voice coarsened and 
diminished range, used that, too, 
portray pathos and darkening palette 
emotion, with songs like Gonna 
Play This Old Piano” and “Middle Age 


Crazy.” Throughout all, has main- 


tained his aplomb; throughout all, 
has maintained the self-belief that origi- 
nally propelled him into the recording 
studio, and onto the world stage, without 
doubt that had something say. 
Imagine the young Jerry Lee Lewis, 
23, veteran the Natchez and 
Ferriday, Louisiana, honky-tonks but 
otherwise benighted and free 
worldly influence anyone whom 
Memphis still the big city. enters 
the studio from which Elvis Presley, Carl 
Perkins, and Johnny Cash have already 
emerged stars and, far from being 
overawed the company, puts the 


kind bravura performance that makes 


the others sit and take notice (let the 
records show).

Not cutting contest 
like many all-star pair-offs its vintage, Gerry 
Mulligan Meets Ben Webster boasts lavishly 
detailed head arrangements, rhythm section that 
regularly worked clubs together, and two leads 
who handily overcome their differences age, 
style, and rhythmic temperament. 

Having turned 50, tenor saxophonist Ben 
Webster was hardly old man 1959, but 
was old enough have been both venerated and 
neglected, like other swing heroes, after bop 
imposed its hegemony jazz decade earlier. 
was one happier accidents that the late- 
‘50s revival interest pre-bop styles that 
resulted greatest exposure record 
coincided with his deepest reach soloist. The 
years had thickened his tone around the 
middle, giving him more belly lead with, and 
softened the tone around the edges, broadening 
the shuddering columns air that seemed 
billow out the sides his long, rippling lines. 
ballads had long counted among the 
wonders jazz, but settled into middle age 
they grew still more sumptuous, became more 
pleading and persuasive their knowing in- 
timacy. His warmth and self-assurance ballads 
gradually extended medium and tempos, 
which then strutted and swaggered and 
danced, employing big burly grace. 

Eleven years junior, baritone sax- 
ophonist Gerry Mulligan had secured curious 
renown heretical modernist with the piano- 
less quartet he’d led the West Coast the 
early ‘50s. But 1959, was evident that 
Mulligan was radical traditionalist whose 
rhythmic values were rooted Kansas City swing, 
and whose real accomplishment jazz was rid 
some the harmonic clutter that had come 
with bop. Mulligan’s roosterish baritone 
effective foil crooning tenor, but 
Mulligan makes more sizable contributions this 
date composer and team player than 
soloist. His three originals are perfectly contoured 
Webster, with “Tell When” showing off the 
luminous balladry, “The Cat Walk” his 
sly bluesy élan, and Got Rhythm” the 
irresistible momentum Webster could generate 
even shopworn sequences. Behind 
solos, Mulligan frequently blows soft contrapuntal 
figures recalling those that make his ‘50s quartets 
with Chet Baker Bob Brookmeyer sound 
provocative. Although the Webster-Mulligan 
“Chelsea Bridge” lacks the orchestral resonance 
(not mention the brisk, crepuscular air) the 
1941 Ellington Orchestra original, Webster nearly 
surpasses his earlier effort; his second improvised 
chorus one the most coolly sensual all 
jazz. The Jimmy Rowles-Leroy Vinnegar-Mel 
Lewis rhythm section flawless throughout the 
LP, though satirical stride intro the old 
warhorse “Sunday” too broad light the no- 
nonsense swing that follows. The pianist more 
than redeems himself with his spiky choruses 
“Go Home,” amiable, perambulating blues co- 
written two saxophonists and paced 
crisp, authoritative bass drum. 

Gerry Mulligan Meets Ben Webster stands 
one the later milestones long, 
illustrious career (surpassed only Soulville, Art 
Tatum and Ben Webster, and his sublime soloing 
support Billie Holiday Body and Soul 
and remains one brightest 
moments too. Down beat still calls its reissues 
column “Old Wine, New but nowadays 
not even the bottles are new. Like all the 
PolyGram Verves, this facsimile reissued with 
original cover art, original liner notes, and original 
label format that excites the collector 
but distresses the critic. Reissues should newly 
annotated exceptions (Nat blanket 
endorsement the Verve catalogue, enclosed 
with all the new Japanese pressings, hardly 
counts). Still, however bottled, this wine has lost 
none its bouquet.

(Warner Bros.) 


ust what the hell soundtrack album for 

these days, anyway? Assembled wth care and 

flair for adventure, Robbie 

“music production” The King Comedy 
reflects his appreciation for the varied strains 
American music not that this should come 
surprise from the man who led the Band. Under 
sway, B.B. King’s swamp blues rolls 
into Talking Heads’ “Swamp”; Ray Charles owns 
the day, “Come Rain Come Shine,” while Ric 
Ocasek decides “Steal the and the 
Pretenders have both ways: Chrissie Hynde’s 
chart single “Back the Chain Gang” mixes her 
cool reserve with dab Sam sweat. 
eclectic taste also brings Van Mor- 
rison, Rickie Lee Jones, Bob James, David Sanborn, 
and himself into the court. Considering that 
except for “Come Rain Come Shine,” 
none the songs The King Comedy 
available another (the Pretenders’ hit 
their album), this one the least padded, 
most intelligently programmed compilations 
some time. But soundtrack 

play the situations and the characters. South 
Pacific, Guys and Dolls, Camelot, and Funny Girl 
have soundtracks. Their songs even certain 
song passages are inextricably linked point 
their stories. The King Comedy isn’t one 
those marketing concoctions that try prop 
film with stars plastering the soundtrack 
performers’ names all over the advertising (like 
Spring Break, Last American Virgin, and Fast 
Times Ridgemont High), but because the 
seriousness effort, his soundtrack 
brings questions that others don’t. Like, just 
what the hell soundtrack album days, 
anyway? 

One thing The King Comedy for 
reliving treasured moments from the film. “Come 
Rain Come Shine” plays during the opening 
credits, and Van soul epiphany “Won- 
derful Remark” comes while the audience 
shuffling beat the rush out the parking lot. 
snippet the Chain Gang” provides 
touch urban atmosphere during scene 
brownstone’s steps. You may have noticed that 
these songs’ place the film can adequately 
described without mentioning the characters, the 
plot, the situation, even the actors. Indeed, you 
could enjoy the “soundtrack” without having the 
vaguest idea what The King Comedy, the 
film, about. 

The only tune The King Comedy 
soundtrack that brings back the film Ocasek’s 
“Steal the Night,” which accompanies the abduc- 
tion Jerry character. The song’s resigned 
capitulation desperate action, along with 
trademark interplay between mechanical 
rhythms and his jittery vocals (the song was 
recorded around the same time Beatitude, and 
uses the same players), captures the moment 
the film when Martin Scorsese’s deranged comic 
(Robert Niro) and his accomplice literally 
“steal the night” grabbing Lewis, the Carson- 
esque lord late-night televison. 

“Soundtrack” potentially harmful label for 
work because takes attention away 
from the merits. Talking Heads’ “Swamp” 
and Ocasek’s song throwaways 
both strong additions these performers’ 
albums. Ditto the Van Morrison cut, which 
reminds “Tupelo Honey.” Robertson’s own 
“Between Trains” also return his early form; 
the plaintive story lonely man whose life 
quite turned out the way planned, 
shows that Robertson may ready make 
music again. The emotional rush “Between 
comes when more-strained- 
than-Rick-Danko vocals are warmed former 
Band mate Richard backup singing. (Oh, 
Richard, Van Morrison once sang.) Forget the 
weird photo the cover, and forget that The King 
Comedy bonafide soundtrack. Imagine the 
title Americana and don’t miss

rush back the lake time drown 
with her. most versions the ballet 
they ascend happy apotheosis. the 
ending Tchaikovsky wrote, they take 
solace death together. all this 
sounds like Gothic fairy tale, fantasy 
Freudian slippers well, is. Swan 
realm which study innocence and 
corruption their pure states; the flirta- 
tion what seems with what is; free- 
dom against enslavement. one 
reason Swan Lake classic. has 
dramatic text and moral conse- 
quences. addresses the only literary 
issues ballet legitimately can: the 
philosophical motifs that derive the 
eye, the tragedy seeing too quickly, 
believing too blithely. Beauty, the 
opiate. 

Swan Lake, one handful 19th- 
century classical ballets (others include 
Sleeping Beauty, Nutcracker, Ray- 
monda, and Coppélia), perhaps the 
quintessential ballet. When the Boston 
Ballet made its 1981 London debut, with 
Rudolf Nureyev, Swan Lake was the 
ballet staged. This same Swan Lake 
(without Nureyev) opened last weekend 
the Colonial Theater. The three per- 
formances (with different principals 
each) saw were not definitive, but they 
were sumptuous: marked visual grav- 
ity decor and some erratically dis- 
tinctive dancing. Swan Lake also one 
even smaller collection what are 
called Romantic ballets. The Romantic 
ballet distinguished its “white” act, 
term that refers the dancers’ ghostly 
white tutus well the purity, even 
stringency, the classical syntax found 
these acts. For the dancing that takes 
place the ubiquitous palaces looks 
little rococo, like the frosting gewgaws 
Miss sunken wedding 
cake, then the white act the injured 
emotion that whirls and broods under 
her veil memory. Taking place during 
enchanted hours, always im- 
pressionistic killing ground 
usually cemeteries and forest depths), the 
white act the state which classical 
ballet finds itself most abstract. here 
that classical technique stands out 
greatest relief, the way Picasso eye 
stares straight out weighty but still 
naturalistic profile. The white act the 
aesthetic soul 20th-century ballet. 
here that learn appreciate classical 
visual geometry less 
symmetry and more for the condition 
evokes. here that learn look 
dance consequence spatial, well 
musical, meaning. 

Swan second act, which 
Siegfried discovers and falls love with 
Odette, one the great white acts. 
begins with one the most poetic and 
necessary mime scenes ballet, 
explanation her enchantment, and 
works into the pas deux against which 
all other pas deux have since been 
measured. Nearly Gothic the architec- 
tural plunge and flight its line, the 
partnering close: high-vaulted cor- 
ridor intimacy through which man 
leads woman. Odette loses herself 
slow-dive Arabesque penchée and then, 
remembering her situation, swings 
into knot emotion: pose attitude 
sprung high from the hip; her limbs are 
taut and look trussed, her torso arches, 
breast sacrificially back. Rothbart 
who draws her away. 

Here, too, another aspect the 
Romantic ballet: the sylphs, wilis, and 
swans. These anthropomorphic and su- 
pernatural creatures may sound like 
charming anachronisms, frills the 
medieval model, but they take the world 
seriously. They view the ordeals 
emotion with Baroque sense proprie- 
and face them with nothing more 
than the strength silhouette. Watch- 
ing these creatures their eternal, 
sometimes misguided attempts hu- 
manity the distortions line, the 
calamity gesture see anew our 
responsibilities. understand, once 
again but slowly, the weight, the mass, 
human emotion. 

one sure where the story Swan 
Lake comes from. The ballet set 
Germany, and though may derived 
from Russian folk tales, there reason 
believe that Tchaikovsky himself may 


have drafted the plot. Tchaikovsky 
penned the story onto the original score 
(in the program there was attribution). 
Much later, the composer’s nephew 
wrote that Tchaikovsky had made 
similar sitting-room-scale ballet for the 
family’s amusement 1871: hummed 
and sang, and his nieces danced 
swans. least one the melodies 
said have found its way into the ballet 
composed for Bolshoi 
Theater six years later. 

Swan Lake echt Tchaikovsky 
from the poetic integrity its vision its 
prosy ebb and flow. The melancholy, the 
childlike yearning, the 
consciousness the ballet gloried all 
those qualities critics be- 
moaned. Today, the music alone 
reason enough grant Swan Lake 
immortality the repertoire. Critical

reaction the first production, however, 
was not kind: the work was said too 
stuffy, too heavy, too “good” for ballet. 
The inept choreography Julius Reis- 
inger and unimaginative sets and cos- 
tumes help. Premiéring 1877, 
the most sensitive, exquisite ballet score 
ever written soon faded out repertoire, 
misunderstood. 

took Maryinsky Theater choreo- 
graphers Marius Petipa and Lev Ivanov 
sculpt and soft-focus the ballet, 
1895.

Odette-Odile. one sure what 
manner mortal Odette during those 
precious twilight hours, there wide 
range for interpretation. Some ballerinas 
bring out the swan-like quality, the 
fluttering arms and quirky carriage; others 
plumb the fallen state majesty. she 
queenly princess? Soul-mate 
swan-woman? symbol classical style 
its aberration? Much will depend 
physique. If, for example, she 
has hyperextended limbs, her line 
naturally exaggerated and thus suited 
more bird-like characterization. she 
straightlimbed, forthright dancer, she 
may want play Odette with more 
physical (and perhaps emotional) purity. 
Each body suggests its own answer. 

Odile appears the third act only, 
the famous Black Swan pas deux, and 
less open interpretation. Some 
ballerinas make her cruel parody 
Odette, tightly focusing lush bel 
canto into tightrope siren-song; others 
create opposite temperament: 
icon heartlessness, tease. Whichever, 
Odile has got brilliant she was 
created, like Lucifer, turn heads. 

Some aspects the dancing are set: 
the rhythmic line Odette, even when 
brisk, deeply sustained full plié, 
relevé, and soft landings that breathe 
whereas the choreographic rhythm 
Odile eccentrically punctuated with 
posé steps, staccato pointe work, and 
leisurely drawn-out movement; 
Odile who performs the show-stopping 
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fouettés ballerina’s nightmare). 
Ballerinas are generally better one role 
than the other, and usually Odile 
who suffers. They feel natural sym- 
pathy with adagio and therefore with 
Odette. But maliciously calculated, evil 
Odile not only thrilling and appalling 
(like watching spider its web), she 
makes the ballet work grounds 
the meanness that starkly unreal 

There doubt that Odette and 
Odile are different. But there also 
doubt that they are the same: both appeal 
the eye, both seduce. They can 
looked the dual nature the 
represents the dark side classicism, its 
anxiety smoothed into impervious de- 
sign, Odette may represent classicism’s 
opacity the hallowed idea. Odile 
artful whereas Odette art. That opacity 
the air Odette breathes: she like all 
works classicism, impermeable the 
light and haif-light changing ideals. 
Odette will never freed. 

Laura Young, the 
soubrette, still striving too much for 
effect. She has the plastique for Odette, 
but hasn’t found the legato pulse that 
her center. Young has yet find her 
own center; looks she attempt- 
ing delicacy phrasing that not 
naturally hers. She dances with plenty 
muscle, and yet Odette she’s often 
insecure: clenching her shoulders 
pirouette, drifting past balance rather 
than lifting through. This problem 
Odette must sublimely placed, other- 
wise she unjustifiable, just another 
ballerina trying bird. Young’s 
Odile was another story; here she came 
alive. Her balances had drive, and the 
glittered. Donn Edwards, 
Young’s leggy, aristocratically

generous stage presence with flawless 
balletic line. danced with more plush 
than bravura and has 
arabesque that swings above shoulder 
level and holds like beacon. Edwards

Bauer and Medhi Bahiri made 
the most successful match. only are 
they physically well suited (swarthy 
welterweights both), their approach 
the role had refreshing fit. From the 
moment saw her, Bahiri looked 
fascinated, sweetly awed. reached for 
Odette, not possess her, just touch 
... the hem her tutu, her arm. was 
rich boy with ingenious new toy. 
Odette was one silent anguish. 
Her first glance Bahiri seemed say, 
“Oh bother.” She wasn’t afraid, she just 
wished not handled. Bauer has 
statuesque look for such small dancer, 
perhaps because her approach move- 
ment studied, almost contemplative.

Marie-Christine Mouis’s Odette was 
one exultant silhouette.

And yet, 
think there more complex Odette still 
her. She protested too much the 
second act, and, Odile, she fairly 
leered. This stock stuff Mouis 
should past that. Her partner, Jean- 
Philippe Halnaut, her with great 
delicacy, yet the lifts were sticky. Al- 
though his Siegfried still sketchy, 
Halnaut has pleasing lightness step 
and romantic profile. also has 
trouble with his landings again, it’s 
matter turn-out. 

None the Siegfrieds saw pulled off, 
even understood, the first-act 
soliloquy. This dance, andante sostenuto, 
“confession” the tutor (of 
dreams? desires? misgiv- 
movement terre (along the ground): 
chainés turns and sighing développé. 
should see the romantic sensibility 
that leads Siegfried see Odette the 
answer his longing. is, after all, 
similar the unmet Odette; too feels 
trapped his circumstances. 

This Swan Lake contained some the 


finest corps dancing seen. Gracious 
port bras, bone-straight lines and 
consistent spacing. More impressive, 
however, was the density tone that 
filled the white acts. All soft solemnity 
and eyes downcast, the corps lines 
shifted with agitation when Odette 
seemed rash, and grew still when she 
looked safe. They were body 
empathy, powerful conscience. the 
other dancers: Ron Cunningham, 
Wolfgang (the prince’s tutor), stole 
Siegfried’s show every time, with ale- 
induced melancholy. And Alexandre 
Proia cut extravagantly seductive 
figure Rothbart. Denise Ponz (in the 
Spanish dance) was witty and flippant. 
Devon Carney’s line looked increasingly 
noble, and the bright-eyed Debra Mili 
danced allegro with her usual fear- 
lessness. 

where does this Swan Lake leave 
us? With classic ballet firmly tow, 
and company whose intentions are 
one honorable and impossible de- 
fine. This 20-year-old company the 
fifth-largest the country. But 
never know it. The souvenir program 
lists ballets the repertoire. There 
are some gorgeous ones that list. 
Where are they? Have the dancers saw 
Swan Lake performed quarter 
them? How long the precocious 
young dancers stay the Boston Ballet 
before they leave for companies less 
scattershot? 

Perhaps part the problem the 
Ballet’s following.

hey appear very inviting: those 
bicycle tours advertised 
brochures and bike books filled 
with photographs bicyclists lounging 
the sand dunes, their trusty 10-speeds 
propped nearby; those urban oases, 
only few blocks from the usual 
commuting routes, the location which 
only the cycling in-crowd are privy to; 
those fantasies gaining strength and 
confidence, and 
others overnight group tours. These 
images remind you there’s more New 
England than Kenmore Square and more 
bicycling than fearing death Mass. 
Ave. 

There are also images the books and 
brochures that make you blanch: groups 
intending ride 100 miles day for 
week more, and guidebooks that 
assume you can without showers. 

Still, for every bike-touring group 
that’s intent getting New Haven 
nightfall, there’s one that laugh 
you walk your bike hill. And for 
every route that can covered 
afternoon there another route that will 
take two-week vacation. look now 
some the resources that just might 
persuade you get your bike out 
storage.

Fat bikes, aerodynamics, and the latest 


bike design 


Scot Lehigh 


Ithough he’s spent the 
last six years designing 

trim, lean 10-speeds that 
look like speed distilled, Chris 
Chance hopes that consumers 
will start buying something dif- 
ferent this year: thicker-framed, 
knobby-tired bike that looks like 
10-speed that’s been through 
Charles Atlas course. first 
glance, the new bicycle (which 
Chance and his partner, John 
Troja, call City” bike) looks 
lot like the short, sturdy 
“moto-cross” bicycle known 
the BMX much that you 
tend double take when 
you hear that the new models 
will for about $795 apiece. The 
fat-bike trend evolved the 
West Coast (specifically, Marin 
County) when what Chance calls 
bunch crazy Californians” 
began designing multi-speed 
bikes that were woodsworthy 
that is, able stand forest 
trails and rough roads that would 
bang and batter the average 10- 
speed into pile abstract metal 
sculpture. 

Chance became sold fat 
bikes when Troja brought one 
back from California. The two 
were impressed that they 
formed Fat City Cycles, 
ing company that now has six 
full-time employees and works 
out small shop 331 
Somerville Avenue Somer- 
ville, formerly the home Chris 
Chance Cycles. 

The first thing that strikes you 
about the new breed bicycles 
are the fat, knobby tires and wide 
rims. According Chance and 
Troja, fat tires, because they have 
more surface area contact with 
the road, give the rider great 
stopping ability, even when the 
tires are wet. Also, the thicker 
tires absorb more shock and thus 
make for more comfortable 
ride, the two say, and are far less 
likely flat than the thinner- 
traditional tires. But per- 
haps the most important feature 
that the fat tires, with their 


bigger, sturdier rims, can stand 
sharp jolts and bumps 
the type dished out potholes 
and curbs without being dam- 
aged. 

The two claim that other de- 
sign features also make fat bikes 
more comfortable ride than 
normal 10-speeds. For instance, 
straight handlebars allow the 
rider pedal along more 
natural, upright position, rather 
than what calls the “grab 
your ankles” 
European curved-under bars re- 
quire. The brakes, which use 
sturdy motorcycle levers and 
cable, are set close the hand- 
are the shifting levers 
(the bikes are geared for 
speeds more, with speeds 
the most common design).

The bikes’ design emphasizes 
sturdiness. specially designed 
quick-release post clamp and 
adjustment lever allows the rider 
raise and lower the seat 
seconds. The pedals are bigger, 
thicker, and wider than those 
found your average 10-speed, 
and have small cleats that grip 
the rider’s shoe prevent slip- 
page. And the cantilevers that 
transmit the push against the 
pedals the chain are designed 
more for the thrusting, pushing, 
sometimes jerky motion that ac- 
companies stop-and-go city rid- 
ing than for the smoother motion 
speed rider. 

Some the most important 
differences between the fat bikes 
and the traditional 10-speeds are 
the frame design. The tubing 
chrome-molybdenum steel (Tro- 
and Chance describe 
“aircraft quality”) 
than normal, which makes the 
bike sturdier, also bit heavier

That ridge has specially designed 
grooves, which both 
dispel water from the tire’s sur- 
face and improve the ride. The 
new tire also has siped sides, 
“cornering which the 
bike rides when cornering. Like 
the siping the center ridge, the 
zigzag side siping directs water 
away from the tire, thus improv- 
ing braking and giving better 
traction for cornering. According 
Ritvo, “it means the average 
rider can get percent the 
benefit [of expensive natural- 
rubber sew-up racing tire] 
percent the cost.

All all, the new develop- 
ments mean better values for 
anyone the market for new 
bike, Ritvo says.

Checking with New top racer, Paul Curley

Ithough most teenagers 
wheel their bicycles into 

the garage and park them 
for good when they finally get 
permit, Paul 
Curley never abandoned his trus- 
two-wheeler. When other kids 
Taunton High School had long 
since forgotten the colors their 
bikes, Curley was still riding his 
school every day. “This was 
about years ago, just before 
the 10-speed bike boom,” says 
Curley. “Bicycles, you know, 
they just cool. But rode 
anyway, thinking was nice, 
independent means transpor- 
tation.” 

Upon graduation, Curley dis- 
covered that his bicycle offered 
more than just transportation. 
been half-miler his 
high-school track team, but 
Boston State College didn’t 
run track, and thus needed some- 
thing keep him shape. 

Curley took cycling 
earnest; rode often and rode 
far. When his old ten-speed was 
stolen, sleek, fast, 
and costly racing bike. One night, 
ride that took him 
Bridgewater, about miles from 
his home, Curley stopped 
bike shop look 
folks inside spotted his expensive 
bike and asked 


doing, they inadvertently 
sparked career. told them, 
‘No, but like to,’ says Curley. 
“That was the same thing told 
everyone who asked. was 
easy excuse for having such 
nice bike.” 

But Curley didn’t have 
excuse ready when was hand-

energy efficient, particularly 
windy conditions, upright 
handlebars are better for the city, 
because they cushion bumps 
more and make cyclist more 
visible traffic.

Although country roads offer 
fewer hazards, there are other 
problems contend with.
